SUBJECT: ACTIVATION OF AREA DETECTIVE DIVISION AND SPECIALIZED 
DETECTIVE DIVISION EMAIL ADDRESSES 


In an effort to increase operational efficiency and improve communications between detectives 
and Scientific Investigation Division (SID), the Department has created individual email 
accounts for SID and each Area detective division and specialized detective division. 

These email addresses will allow direct, dedicated communication between SID and detectives 
on all booked evidence that may require scientific analysis. As an example, detectives may use 
the email to provide DR Numbers to SID, request the status of print analysis, or inform SID that 
a case is closed. In return, SID may inform detectives of possible Los Angeles Automated 
Fingerprint Identification System (LAFIS) hits or inquire, prior to beginning evidence analysis, 
as to whether or not the case is open and if evidence analysis would be of assistance to the case. 

The commanding officers of each detective division have been granted the authority to access 
their divisional email addresses and they may, at their discretion, grant access proxy rights to 
subordinates within their command. It is anticipated the commanding officers will designate one 
or more employees with the duty of reading all incoming emails in the mailbox on a daily basis 
and forwarding the emails to the detective responsible for the investigation. 

A list of the authorized detective commanding officers and their respective email addresses are 
attached for reference. Also attached are instructions for activating each division’s email 
account and the procedure to assign proxy rights to others within their command.

Signing Into The New Detective Email For The First Time 

Part One: 


For The Detective Commanding Officer. Verify your name is on the “Email 
Addresses and Detective Commanding Officers by Area/Division’’ list. Only 
those on the list may initially log onto the emaifaccount and assign proxies. 


How to sign in to a Proxy email for the first time. 


1. Open GroupWise and click on “Online.” 
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Next click on “Proxy.” 
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3. Enter your detective email address name from the “Email Addresses and 
Detective Commanding Officers by Area/Division” list in the “Name” field. 
Click on “OK.” . 


EXAMPLE: For Central Detective Division you would type, 
“DETS-01” (without the quotes ar>4ji/vithout the @lapd.Iacity.org). 


You should now see your detective division email address in ’’Proxy list.” 
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4. This initial setup procedure is only required once. In the future, you only 
need to click on “Online” and select your detective division email address 
from the “Proxy list” to access your detective division’s email.

How To Provide Proxy Access To Another Employee. 

Part Two 


Once you have completed Part One, and have assigned proxy rights to yourself, 
you may grant proxy rights to as many other employees as you wish. 


1. Open GroupWise. 


Click on “Tools.” 
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4. 
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Security Options 


Click on the “Proxy Access” tab and enter the name of the person whom 
you want to grant proxy rights. Click OK. Their name will appear on the 
“Access list” below. Click their name on the name and under, “Access 
rights for <AII User Access>.” This will allow you to select the specific 
rights you want to grant to the employee. As a minimum, “Mail/phone” 
should be checked. To enable the employee to grant proxy rights to 
others, check the “Modify options/rules/folders” box. Click “OK.” 


5. Once you assign proxy rights to an employee advise them to click on 
“Online” and their detective division address to access the email.
